research shows that more 
than 15,600 housing units 
are needed in the 10-county 
region from 2020 to 2024 to 
meet existing demand, most 
for homes priced below 
$200,000 or rental units cost- 
ing up to $1,000 per month. 
Available housing stock 
also remains stagnant 
while the number of sea- 
sonal housing units and 
short-term rental conver- 
sions continues to grow, 
further limiting housing op- 
tions for the region s work- 
force. 

The housing legislation is 
specifically designed to ad- 
dress various bottlenecks to 
workforce housing develop- 
ment, including: 

¢ Establishment of At- 
tainable Housing Districts 
that will offer tax incentives 
for housing developments 
that target income-qualified 
households, including dor- 
mant properties previously 
used as commercial or in- 
dustrial sites. 

¢ Creating Residential Fa- 
cility Exemptions offering 
specific tax exemptions for 
income-eligible housing 
projects. 

¢ Expanding PILOT - or 
Payment in Lieu of Taxes - 
pacts with local govern- 
ments for projects dedi- 
cated to workforce housing 
opportunities on a long- 
term basis. 

¢ Expansion of the state’s 
Neighborhood Enterprise 
Zone legislation offering fi-

Local officials said the 
legislation will significantly 
expand the opportunities 
for communities to partner 
with housing developers 
and agencies to put a signif- 
icant dent in the region’s 
housing backlog.

housing developers into at- 
tainable housing projects 
and partnerships. 

“We’re hopeful that this 
new legislation will provide 
the incentives necessary for 
the private sector to play a 
larger role in the creation 
of attainable workforce 
housing,” Mills said. “The 
tax incentives and other en- 
hancements associated 
with the construction 
process will help reduce the 
overall cost of housing, 
making it more affordable 
for people to rent and buy.” 

Area economic develop- 
ment partners said the 
housing legislation will 
have a positive impact on 
the regional economy by 
creating more opportuni- 
ties for workforce housing, 
as attracting and retaining 
a strong regional workforce 
is critical to the area’s eco- 
nomic future. 

“Traverse Connect ap- 
plauds Gov.

those tools locally. Housing 
agencies like the Michigan 
State Housing Development 
Authority (MSHDA) are re- 
viewing their programs and 
procedures to utilize the 
new legislation, and hous- 
ing advocacy groups across 
the state are working on 
sample ordinances and 
training programs on the 
legislative changes. 

“It’s a huge win to get 
these bills approved, but 
now the work really be- 
gins,” Brown said. More in-

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New statewide outdoor recreation plan offers wealth of insights 


Report to help shape 
planning for next five years 

Michigan’s Statewide 
Comprehensive Outdoor 
Recreation Plan is a five- 
year strategic plan, re- 
quired to access certain 
federal grants, that shapes 
investment by the state of 
Michigan and local commu- 
nities in priority outdoor 
recreation infrastructure, 
land acquisition and pro- 
gramming. 

It is designed to evaluate 
ongoing and emerging out- 
door recreation trends, 
needs and issues, and to es- 
tablish priority strategies 
for achieving outdoor recre- 
ation goals. The state and 
its local outdoor recreation 
partners use the plan, 
known as the SCORP, as an 
ongoing framework and ac- 
tion plan for guiding their 
outdoor recreation manage- 
ment and policy decisions. 

The plan is designed to be 
broad, serving as a guide 
for all outdoor recreation 
activities and communities 
throughout Michigan. It is 
flexible to allow for collabo- 
ration and strategic part- 
nerships, to be adaptable to 
changing needs, and to be 
open to new ideas and 
strategies. 


REQUIREMENTS 


The SCORP process must 
include opportunity for en- 
gagement from all seg- 
ments of the state’s 
population and must be 
comprehensive, in that it 
specifically: 

Identifies outdoor recre- 
ation issues of statewide 
importance. 

Evaluates public outdoor 
recreation demand and 
preferences. 

Evaluates the supply of 
outdoor recreation re- 
sources and facilities. 

Identifies the state’s 
strategies, priorities and ac- 
tions for the obligation of 
its Land and Water Conser- 
vation Fund apportion- 
ment. 

Contains a wetlands pri- 
ority component, including 
a listing of those wetland 
types that should receive 
priority for acquisition and 
consideration of outdoor 
recreation opportunities as- 
sociated with wetlands re- 
sources. 

“The plan not only as- 
sesses the current status of 
recreation in Michigan but 
also identifies opportunities 
for the future to address im- 
portant needs,” said John 
Pepin, DNR deputy public 
information officer. “This 
latest plan also employs 
some cutting-edge technolo- 
gies, a significant public 
survey and explores new 
correlations between out- 
door recreation and health 
benefits.” 

Goals and strategies 

The overall goal of the 
2023-2027 SCORP is to “en- 
sure that Michigan’s out- 
door recreation assets are 
equitably distributed, devel- 
oped and managed to pro- 
vide convenient and 
welcoming access to the 
outdoors for healthful, out- 
door physical activity; and 
while sustaining our lands, 
waters and wildlife for cur- 
rent and future genera- 
tions, drive broad-based 
economic and quality-of-life 
benefits to people and com- 
munities.” 

SCORP strategies to 
achieve the goal include: 

Improve collaboration: 
Outdoor recreation stake- 
holders collaborate and co- 
operate to ensure that 
Michigan’s recreation sys- 
tem meets the needs of resi- 
dents and visitors. 

Improve and expand 
recreational access: Recre- 
ation opportunities are con- 
nected and accessible to 
residents and visitors of all 
backgrounds, abilities, 
means and geographic loca- 


tions. 

Enhance health benefits: 
Outdoor recreation in- 
creases the physical activity 
and health of Michigan’s 
residents and visitors. 

Enhance prosperity: Out- 
door recreation advances 
economic prosperity and 
supports a high quality of 
life as well as talent reten- 
tion in Michigan’s commu- 
nities. 


PUBLIC SURVEY 


The primary tool to as- 
sess various aspects of 
recreation throughout the 
state for the plan was the 
2021 Michigan Outdoor 
Recreation Survey. 

Survey administrators di- 
vided the state into 10 sur- 
vey regions, based on 
geography and previously 
identified “prosperity re- 
gions,” which included De- 
troit Metro, East Central, 
East, Northeast, Northwest, 
South Central, Southeast, 
Southwest, West and Upper 
Peninsula. 

Topics addressed in the 
survey instrument included 
recreation participation by 
activity (frequency and du- 
ration), motivations and 
barriers to participation, 
recreation opportunities, 
information seeking and 
technology, land use strat- 
egy (proximity and access 
to recreation and quality), 
resources, physical fitness 
and activity, and demo- 
graphics. 

Additional reports pro- 
viding significant value in- 
cluded net economic 
valuation of outdoor recre- 
ation and cost of illness 
saved through recreation. 

The goals for the survey 
were to be representative of 
Michigan’s general popula- 
tion, repeatable to maintain 
relevance and enable collec- 
tion of repeat information 
on a recurring basis, richer 
in information collected 
about activities, frequency 
and duration, and about 
motivations and barriers to 
participation in outdoor 
recreation, and regional. 

“Kmpowering modeling 
by state agencies and other 
stakeholders and partners 
provides greater context 
and application of data to 
support outdoor recreation. 
It can be the basis for com- 
parative information about 
outdoor recreation to guide 
decision making and weigh 
investments at the state, re- 
gional and local levels,” 
said Brad Garmon, senior 
strategic advisor and execu- 
tive director of the Michi- 
gan Outdoor Recreation 
Industry Office. “This is 
likely only the beginning of 
additional modeling and 
analysis using this data that 
could be undertaken at the 
state and regional levels.” 


SURVEY RESULTS 


The survey provided the 
basis for the goals, strate- 
gies and recommendations 
outlined above. Additional 
insights were gleaned from 
a follow-up series of diver- 
sity-focused regional con- 
versations conducted 
across the state in partner- 
ship with the Michigan De- 
partment of Health and 
Human Services. Both ef- 
forts, along with other data 
collection, were part of a 
multi-month effort to 
gather information about 
recreation demand and re- 
sources in Michigan. 

Key takeaways from the 
statewide survey included 
data showing that: 

Most Michigan residents 
had participated in some 
type of outdoor recreation 
activity within the past 
year. However, African 
American or Black resi- 
dents and those who live in 
the Detroit Metro area are 
less likely to engage in 
recreational activities. Fac-

tors such as income, acces- 
sibility, age and health may 
affect one’s ability to partic- 
ipate. 

Outdoor recreation is a 
healthy, readily available 
resource with numerous 
mental and physical bene- 
fits. Michiganders, overall, 
report that participating in 
outdoor recreation allows 
them to be close to nature, 
enjoy psychological benefits 
and break from their typi- 
cal routines. Certain moti- 
vations, such as practicing 
culturally meaningful activ- 
ities and learning new 
skills, showed significant 
differences between racial 
groups. However, mental 
health benefits are a gener- 
ally agreed-upon motivator 
by all. 

Michiganders are gener- 
ally happy with the avail- 
ability and quality of 
recreation locations. How- 
ever, residents of more 
densely populated areas are 
considerably less satisfied 
with the availability and 
quality of recreation loca- 
tions close to their homes. 

Participating in recre- 
ation and outdoor activities 
has many positive effects. 
Physical health is a pri- 
mary motivator to engage 
in recreational activity. 
However, nearly half of 
Michigan residents do not 
engage in the recommended 
amount of regular physical 
activity. Promoting outdoor 
recreation is an easy way to 
increase and encourage 
overall health among all 
Michigan residents. 

Health impact of outdoor 
recreation 

The survey method in 
this SCORP provided the 
first estimate of the cost of 
illness savings based on 
participation in outdoor 
recreation activity in Michi- 
gan. 

Based on prior work in 
Oregon, the “outdoor recre- 
ation estimator tool” esti- 
mates cost of illness savings 
for eight primary illnesses 
including breast cancer, 
colon cancer, stroke, is- 
chemic heart disease, de- 
pression, dementia, 
diabetes and hypertensive 
heart disease. 

The estimator models the 
relationship between be- 
havioral changes, changes 
in physical activity expo- 
sure and the resulting 
health outcomes. Based on 
this model, the total annual 
health cost of illness sav- 
ings in Michigan due to the 
health impact of outdoor 
recreation was estimated at 
$2.8 billion. 

At the state level, the top 
10 activities with the high- 
est annual cost of illness 
savings for Michigan were: 

Going for a walk on local 
streets or sidewalks: $927 
million. 

Going for a walk on local 
unpaved trails or paths: 
$414 million. 

Bicycling on paved 
streets, paths or sidewalks: 
$318 million. 

Going for a jog or run on 
paved streets and side- 
walks: $291 million. 

Day hiking on nonlocal, 
unpaved trails or paths: 
$199 million. 

Big game hunting: $151 
million. 

Off road motorcycling, 
ATY riding or four-wheel- 
ing: $121 million. 

Bicycling on unpaved 
paths or trails: $113 million. 

Going for a jog or run on 
unpaved trails or paths: $65 


million. 
Swimming at the beach: 
$44 million. 

The results are also be 
broken out for each of the 
10 prosperity regions in 
Michigan. 

Economic value of out- 
door recreation in Michigan 
This SCORP effort simi- 

larly produced the first 
state economic value of par- 
ticipation in outdoor recre- 
ation. 

The total net economic 
value of outdoor recreation 
in Michigan was estimated 
at $165 billion. 

At the state level, the top 
10 most important activities 
using the net economic 
value model were: 

Going for a walk on local 
streets or sidewalks: $26 bil- 
lion. 

Day hiking on nonlocal, 
unpaved trails or paths: $18 
billion. 

Bicycling on unpaved 
paths or trails: $16 billion. 

Bicycling on paved 
streets, paths or sidewalks: 
$13 billion. 

Wildlife viewing and/or 
photography (including 
birding): $12 billion. 

Going for a walk on local, 
unpaved trails or paths: $11 
billion. 

Off road motorcycling, 
ATV riding or four-wheel- 
ing: $9 billion. 

Fishing on lakes or 
ponds: $8 billion. 

Going for a jog or run on 
paved streets and side- 
walks: $5 billion. 

Big game hunting: $5 bil- 
lion. 

Building on prior work 
done in Oregon, net eco- 
nomic value of outdoor 
recreation is modeled based 
on the economic value of 
outdoor recreation (or the 
benefits received by an indi- 
vidual or group who partic- 
ipates in outdoor 
recreation) using a con- 
sumer surplus approach. 

Consumer surplus is de- 
fined as the economic value 
of a recreation activity 
above what must be paid by 
a person to enjoy it. At the 
individual level, the net eco- 
nomic value of a recreation 
activity is measured as the 
maximum amount an indi- 
vidual is willing to pay to 
participate in the activity 
minus the costs incurred in 
participating. 

It is important to note 
that it is not a measure of 
direct spending, but an esti- 
mation of the maximum 
value of participating in a 
specific outdoor activity for 
an individual. 

The results are also bro- 
ken out for each of the 10 
prosperity regions in Michi- 
gan. 


STATE INSIGHTS 


In addition to these over- 
arching results and model- 
ing efforts, there were 
several additional high- 
lights to report from the 
survey at the state level. 

Michigan’s overall out- 
door recreation participa- 
tion rate is 95%. Eighty-six 
percent of Michiganders 
are involved in trail activi- 
ties and “other” outdoor ac- 
tivities. Water activities 
logged 80% participation, 
wildlife activities 52% and 
snow activities 40%. 

The top 10 activities by 
frequency were ranked, 
with the percentages of 
Michigan residents partici- 
pating and total annual oc- 
casions of participating 


included. 

From this list, the top 
three, in ascending order, 
were visiting the beach but 
not swimming (60% — 
49,959,236), going for a walk 
on local unpaved trails or 
paths (62% — 380,532,847) 
and going for a walk on 
local streets or sidewalks 
(80% — 1,156,390,531). 

The top five motivations 
for participating in outdoor 
recreation were ranked 
with percentages of those 
agreeing with the reasons 
included. 

The list, reproduced here 
in ascending order, in- 
cluded to have new experi- 
ences (80%), to exercise and 
be physically challenged 
(82%), to have time away 
from normal and life rou- 
tines (89%), to feel better 
mentally and emotionally 
(93%) and to enjoy nature 
(94%). 

In similar fashion, the top 
five barriers to participat- 
ing in outdoor recreation 
were ranked. This list, also 
in ascending order, in- 
cluded not having enough 
money for gear, fees and 
other nontransportation ex- 
penses (49%), concern 
about safety and crime in 
outdoor recreation areas 
(49%), recreation areas are 
poorly maintained (53%), 
recreation areas are too 
crowded (60%) and not hav- 
ing time (64%). 

Michigander satisfaction 
with the availability of out- 
door recreation, expressed 
as a percentage of those 
agreeing, showed 69% were 
satisfied with recreation 
availability within a 10- 
minute walk from their 
homes; 81% within a 30- 
minute drive and 82% more 
than a 30-minute drive 
away. 

Michiganders were satis- 
fied with the quality of out- 
door recreation within a 
10-minute walk (71%), 
within a 30-minute drive 
(81%) and more than a 30- 
minute drive away (83%). 


COMPARISONS 


While changes in 
methodology between this 
SCORP and prior plans 
make direct comparisons 
impossible, there are cer- 
tain overall trends that can 
be identified. For example, 
the top five outdoor recre- 
ation activities in the 2017- 
2022 SCORP were as 
follows, in ascending order: 
visiting nature centers or 
historic sites, sightseeing 
and/or driving for pleasure, 
visiting parks or play- 
grounds, walking outdoors 
(including dog walking) and 
relaxing outdoors. 

The top five outdoor 
recreation activities for the 
2022-2027 SCORP, using the 
new survey methodology, 
are as follows in ascending 
order: sightseeing and/or 
scenic driving for pleasure, 
visiting parks or play- 
grounds, visiting the beach 
but not swimming, going 
for a walk on local unpaved 
trails or paths and going for 
a walk on local streets or 
sidewalks. 

Robust regional compar- 
isons and planning tools 
can also be made from the 
survey results. For exam- 
ple, the use of maps to 
make comparisons provides 
striking regional and 
statewide results at glance. 

Looking at percentages 
of participation in water-, 
snow-, trail-, and wildlife- 


related activities by region 
shows trail-related activi- 
ties are most important in 
the Upper Peninsula and in 
northwest Michigan. 

In addition, snow-related 
activities are most impor- 
tant in the Upper Peninsula 
and the northern two-thirds 
of the Lower Peninsula, 
aligning with the parts of 
the state that receive the 
most consistent snowfall. 

Water-related activities 
scored highest statewide in 
northwest Michigan, while 
wildlife-related activities 
ranked highest in northeast 
Michigan. 


TECHNOLOGICAL AIDS 


“Several emerging digital 
tools are showing promise 
in the effort to understand 
and track our progress to- 
ward meeting the SCORP 
goals by providing more 
uniform, real-time insights 
into recreation demand 
across ownerships and 
management,” Garmon 
said. 

For example, as part of 
the SCORP, the DNR con- 
tracted with Cobalt Com- 
munity Consulting based in 
Charlotte, Michigan, to run 
pilot projects looking at sev- 
eral parks and recreation 
areas, using its “Visitor 360 
tool,” which utilizes ge- 
ofenced cellphone data col- 
lected and provided by a 
third party, ensuring 
anonymity of all data. 

Ten pilot sites were se- 
lected to compare the tool’s 
usefulness in a range of dif- 
ferent locations with a vari- 
ety of characteristics and 
availability of existing data. 
Graphs were able to be pro- 
duced showing visits aggre- 
gated weekly, which 
illustrated peak visitation 
periods. 

Another emerging digital 
tool that could enable 
greater collaboration is the 
Southeast Michigan Coun- 
cil of Governments’ South- 
east Michigan Park Finder. 
The tool shows park loca- 
tions on a map of the re- 
gion. 

Amenities for each park 
can be pulled up online by 
clicking on an icon for the 
park. Acreage for the park 
is also shown, as well as 
which entity owns or man- 
ages the park and who to 
contact about the park. 

Links are then available 
to find the park via Google 
Maps or to plan a trip to the 
park using the “Turn off the 
App — Go Outside tool (TO- 
TAGO).” 

Data compiled in the tool 
can also be filtered to show 
which parks offer certain 
features, like water recre- 
ation or trails and fitness, 
and to enable trip planning. 
Data can be filtered by ac- 
tivity, activity time, dis- 
tance, difficulty and other 
parameters. 

The map showing the lo- 
cations of the parks can be 
zoomed in or out for easier 
searches. A search blank 
also allows searching for 
sites by city or address. The 
tool is being used in other 
cities across the country. 

Another potential model 
is the website UpNorth- 
Trails.org, which provides 
similar data assembly and 
trip planning guidance by 
consolidating information 
from a variety of public 
recreational trails owners, 
operators and management 
agencies into a single site. 

“These are examples of 
collaboration on shared 
data, with the goal of em- 
powering users with more 
information to support 
their outdoor recreation as- 
pirations,” said Scott Whit- 
comb, who worked on the 
plan as the director of the 
DNR’s Office of Public 
Lands. “Convening agen- 
cies and exploring existing 
and needed investment in 
data for similar tools and 
information collection and 
sharing at the regional and 
state level could enable 
these kinds of tools to be 
used in more jurisdictions 
across Michigan.”

LEADERSHIP 


Three Key Questions 
To Ask Ourself

The book, 3 Vital Ques- 
tions: Transforming Work- 
place Drama, by David 
Emerald, who also authored 
The Power of Ted* (* The 
Empowerment Dynamic), 
which has been a favorite 
for its insight, and is cer- 
tainly relevant to our busi- 
ness lives, as well as our 
personal lives and relation- 
ships. 

3 Vital Questions is in- 
sightful and helpful, as well. 
The approach offered 
makes sense. It is simple — 
and simple is good! 

It is three basic questions 
to ask ourselves — often, i.e., 
monthly, better weekly, 
even daily. 

Where is my focus? 

How are my relation- 
ships? 

What actions/steps am I 
taking? 

This is about our discern- 
ment and self-reflection 
leading us to intentional 
and focused action, which is 
so very important! 

1. Where is my focus? 

Is my focus where it 
should be, that is truly what 
is most important? 

As a leader, am I focused 
on listening to my co-work- 
ers, and really hearing 
them, i.e., what they are 
saying and their reasons, 
and how they are feeling? 
Am I listening to learn and 
understand? 

Are they feeling my ap- 
preciation and gratitude? 
Leadership is how we help 
others feel about them- 
selves. 

And leadership is 
about helping others do 
great work and be success- 
ful. Am I focused on doing 
just that? 

Kindness is motivating. 
Am I communicating with 
kindness, respect, and dig- 
nity? 

As a leader, offering 
timely and helpful feed- 
back is being kind. People 
want to do good work and 
be successful. 

My longtime boss, Bill 
Dunn, was conflict 
avoidant, as so many of us 
are. In my performance re- 
views he would say, “You’re 
doing great, sport.” I would 
reply, “Thank you, but 
please tell me what you 
think I could do better.” I 
would have to pry it out of 
him. He just did not want to 
hurt my feelings. 

This is common, leaders 
being hesitant to offer 
timely feedback if about im- 
provement. There is an art 
to it. We should learn how 
to do it successfully. It 
strengthens our team mem- 
bers and enriches our cul- 
ture. 

Fortunately, Bill Dunn 
was outstanding in every 
other aspect of leadership. 
He was all about the team, 
totally selfless, cared deeply 
about each of us and our 
well-being, and was always 
ready to do all he could to 


help. 

As a leader, do I under- 
stand that Iam a team 
member? Do I truly under- 
stand what being a 
great teammate looks like? 
Have I asked my team mem- 
bers? 

2. How are my relation- 
ships? 

This question is critical. 
Whatever our field, we are 
in a people business and 
our relationships matter 
greatly. The better our rela- 
tionships, the better and 
easier work gets done. 
Happy people do better 
work! 

A problem is that many 
assume our relationships 
are fine — and they may not 
be. We lack self-awareness 
and do not realize how we 
are received and perceived 
by others. 

We certainly want to be 
respected by our team 
members and for them want 
to work with and follow us, 
to do their very best for us. 

The way to develop and 
maintain sound and pro- 
ductive working relation- 
ships is through one-on-one 
conversations. We must 
make the time to do this. 
And to be ourselves, no airs, 
to allow ourselves to be vul- 
nerable. This opens the 
door to trust, which is the 
foundation of solid relation- 
ships. 

We all probably have had 
experience with people who 
are self-focused, rather than 
other-focused. They often 
assume their relationships 
with others are fine — but 
they are not. People need to 
feel we care about them. If 
we really don’t genuinely 
care about them, they will 
sense this. 

Great leaders focus on 
our people, not numbers. 

3. What steps/actions am 
I taking? 

Even baby steps make a 
difference. If there is a de- 
sired outcome, even doing 
the little things to get 
started or to keep us going 
puts us in a positive mind- 
set. It really does. The most 
difficult step for a long-dis- 
tance runner, is the first 
step, the one out the door. 
And this is true in business, 
to make something happen, 
take a step forward. We'll 
feel good, as will our team- 
mates. 

Tam a believer in “to do” 
lists. A key to success with 
“to do” lists is to list just a 
few desired outcomes, 
maybe only three, and to 
make them the most impor- 
tant objectives — not the 
easy ones — the truly most 
essential ones that, when 
accomplished, will make a 
difference. 

With the busyness of 
today’s world, the endless 
information coming at us, it 
is easy to not take a step to- 
wards what we want to 
achieve. Let’s recognize and 
avoid letting this happen. 

Let’s make the right 
things happen.

“Accessory Dwelling 
Units are among many po- 
tential solutions needed in 
Charlevoix County,” said 
Yarrow Brown, Executive 
Director for Housing 
North. “Given their

Sometimes called back- 
yard cottages or “granny 
flats,” ADUs share many 
characteristics of smaller 
detached homes. They can 
support a wide range of 
housing needs including 
older adults seeking 
smaller living quarters, 
seniors on fixed incomes, 
lower and middle-income 
households, members of 
the local workforce and 
multi-generational fami- 
lies. Homeowners can also 
benefit from the flexibility 
and additional income cre- 
ated by ADUs. 

“The housing needs in 
Charlevoix County are so 
challenging,” said 
Charlevoix County Com- 
munity Foundation Presi- 
dent Chip Hansen, adding, 
“any effort we can support, 
no matter how large or 
small, can end up making a 
difference, and that’s what 
made the ADU program at- 
tractive to us, a small 


grant, with big potential.” 

ADUs can be developed 
in various forms, including 
apartments within a home. 
They can also be built asa 
standalone structure on 
the same lot as an existing 
home, or constructed 
above an existing garage 
that’s often called a car- 
riage house. 

“The demand for this 
housing is strong and cre- 
ates stability for owners of 
ADUs,” Brown said. “ADUs 
are a housing solution that 
is attainable for many in 
the local workforce at sev- 
eral income levels, and in 
neighborhoods that are 
near employment, shop- 
ping and important serv- 
ices.” 

Housing North’s new 
ADU Toolbox includes: 
¢ Comprehensive informa- 
tion explaining ADUs and 
their various types. 
¢ Economic advantages to 
homeowners and residents 
of ADUs. 
¢ Detailed land-use maps 
for the cities of Charlevoix, 
East Jordan and Boyne 
City identifying where 
ADUs are permitted under 
local zoning. 


- Free access to specific 
ADU designs that meet 
state building codes for 
Charlevoix County and 
local zoning codes for proj- 
ects made available for 
year-round residents, offer- 
ing potential savings to 
homeowners up to $5,000. 

¢ Information on financing, 
building and renting an 
ADU, and contact informa- 
tion for local zoning and 
building officials to assist 
in the process. 

The ADU Toolbox is the 
latest initiative by Housing 
North to help communities 
across Northwest Michi- 
gan tackle the various eco- 
nomic challenges 
stemming from housing 
shortages that serve a wide 
range of income levels. Re- 
cent housing studies show 
more than 15,600 housing 
units are needed to meet 
existing demand in North- 
west Michigan, most for 
homes priced below 
$200,000 or rental units 
costing under $800 per 
month.

SHOULD YOU APPRAISE 
YOUR HOME BEFORE PUTTING 
IT ON THE MARKET? 


It isn't necessary, but 
an appraisal will give a 
good indication of the 
price the seller will actu- 
ally get for their property. 
A real estate agent can 
give you similar reliable 
data to determine current 
market value. 

First, to determine the 
asking price, a seller's 
agent will look at the 
"comps," the price for 
which "comparable" 
homes in the area have re- 
cently been sold. 

Based upon these 
prices, the seller should 
adjust what they are ask- 
ing. For example, if simi- 
lar properties in the area 
are selling for $210,000, 
then trying to get $250,000 
usually does not make 
sense. Thus, before put- 
ting the house on the mar- 
ket, a seller should review 
the "comps," which can be 
obtained from a local real 
estate professional. 

The appraisal process 
used by a licensed ap- 
praiser is more theoreti- 
cal than a "comp," and 
doesn't predict what a 
buyer will be willing to 
pay. Why would anyone 
ever get an appraisal 
then? Although rarely 


needed by buyers or sell- 
ers, appraisals are nor- 
mally required by lenders 
who are considering mak- 
ing a loan. 

However, sellers of ex- 
pensive, custom homes 
may get appraisals, be- 
cause there may not be 
any homes in the area 
that compare. Buyers of 
these one-of-a-kind homes 
will also have more confi- 
dence in an asking price 
that is supported by an 
appraisal. 

Before determining an 
asking price, sellers 
should give their agent a 
list of major improve- 
ments done to the home, 
such as a new roof or up- 
graded heating system. 

This will help the agent 
consider all the factors 
when recommending a 
price. 

It will also put him or 
her in a better position to 
sell the house-and all of 
its features-for the best 
possible price.
